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REPORT OF ADJUTANT-GENERAL, 


Jackson, Miss., December 81, 1891. 


To His Excellency John M. Stone, Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief, Jackson, Miss. : 


GovERNOR:—I have the honor herewith to submit for your 
inspection, this, my biennial report as Adjutant-General of 
the State of Mississippi, for the years 1890 and 1891, to- 
gether with a list of the several military organizations which 
compose the MissrssrPPr NATIONAL GUARD, and a roster of 
the officers of the General Staff and line of the same, as also 
a roster of the officers which have been appointed by you, 
to command the Reserve Militia of the State. 

An efficient military organization is of necessity a part 
of every government; first, as a protection from external 
hostility and aggression, and secondly, to insure domestic 
tranquility in the full and complete protection of persons 
and property at home. 

If the State of Mississippi maintained a well disciplined 
National Guard, thoroughly equipped, and ready at all 
times to respond promptly to the call of the Governor, it 
would insure peace and good order throughout its borders. 
The mere fact that such an organization existed, would of 
itself do much towards bringing about a quiet and submis-. 
sive observance of the laws of the State even among the tur- 
bulent and unruly classes of our population. 

The present organization of the Guard, although only par- 
tially perfected, without recognition at the hands of the 
State, and without money, except that which its members 
have generously contributed, has been kept up for the past 
six years, and has on several occasions saved life and prop- 
erty which would otherwise have been destroyed. 

Your orders have been executed promptly, at, times when, 
as you know, we have had no funds to operate upon, and 
with ohter almost insurmountable obstacles to overcome. 


OFFICE EXPENSES. 


This department has not been furnished with one cent for 
à 
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expenses (except letter-heads and envelopes) since my in. 
cumbency six years ago, at which time the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s salary was reduced by the Legislature from $500 to 
$50 per year, and for the years 1890—91 the appropriation 
committee of the Legislature failed to set aside anything as 
salary for his services. The whole amount appropriated 
for Adjutant-General’s salary for the years preceding 1890 
and 1891 was used in paying for stamps, stationery, freight, 
hauling, telegrams, etc. Since that time I have used my own 
tunds to a large extent, and but for the efforts of some of the 
members of the National Guard, who rendered me very 
material assistance, I should have long ago been compelled 
to cease all further efforts to keep up the organization. If 
the present National Guard is to be continued it will be nee 
essary to have some means at the disposal of this office, and 
I would suggest that a room at the Capitol be set aside for 
the use (as an office) of the Adjutant-General, and that the 
sum of one hundred dollars per year be appropriated to 


cover the necessary expenses of the office, not including 
nrin.ing. 


THE STATE ARMORY OR ARSENAL 


was blown down four years ago and all the supplies, con- 
sisting of old arms and accoutrements then on hand were 
moved by me to the capitol, and stored away under the stair- 
way leading to the Senate Chamber, where they now remain 
in quite an unsafe condition, as they are not under lock and 
key. The arsenal was a very old, unsightly brick building 
about 20x30. It was a very poor substitute for the purposes 
for which it was used, and while itis therefore, but little loss, 
it leaves the State entirely destitute of any place where her 
' military supplies may be stored away and taken care of. 
During a large portion of the year 1890 I was compelled to 
keep storedat the Illinois Central Railroad freight depot 30,000 
rounds of cartridges, which were ordered here for any emer- 
gency which might arise. The railroad company very seri- 
ously object to this use of their building and I cannot now 
store there in the future. At present I have one hundred 
tents and one thousand bedsacks stored away in several 
rooms at the City Hall. This also is seriously objected to. 
The State's property should be taken care of, and I would 
suggest that a strong and suitable building, of either brick 
or iron, be built to be used as an arsenal or storage room. 
The State has the ground, and I am satisfied a suitable build- 
ing could be erected at an expense of two thousand ($2,000) 
dollars which would answer the purposes. 
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ROSTER OF CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS. 


I have noticed that a great deal of attention has been paid 
by a number of our Southern States to the very necessary 
work of compiling the records of their Confederate soldiers. 
This, to my mind, is very essential. The records of the 
deeds of valor performed by our veterans in the war between 
the States are rapidly decaying, and they themselves are 
fast answering the last roll-eall. We have no time to lose. 
The records should be gotten together, and all the data that 
can be found should be published in book form and placed 
among the archives of the State for preservation. I would 
recommend that this matter be discussed and the proper 
steps taken for its accomplishment, 


MISSISSIPPI NATIONAL GUARD—-NEEDS OF THE ORGANIZATION. 


Mississippi can never have a thoroughly efficient and reli- 
able military force until the State makes a regular annual 
appropriation to defray the necessary expense of keeping up 
the organization of the Mississippi National Guard, and per- 
fecting them in the duties of the soldier while under the 
orders of the Governor, 1n camp or upon the march. A bill 
will be introduced in the House of Representatives and Sen- 
ate asking that an annual appropriation of ten thousand 
(10,000) dollars be made for the efficient support and main- 
tenance of the Guard. The Constitutional Convention of 
1890, section 215, says: 

“The Legislature shall provide for the organizing, arm- 
ing, equipping and discipline of the militia, and for paying 
the same when called into active service.” 

And further, section 221 says: 

“The Legislature is héreby required to make an annual 
appropriation for the efficient support and maintenance of 
the Mississippi National Guard, which shall consist of not 
less than one hundred men for each senator and representa- 
live to which this State may be entitled in the Congress of 
the United States; but no part of such funds shall be used 
in the payment of said guard except when in actual service. 

Does the incoming Legislature want any turther informa- 
tion as to their duties relative to the passage of this bill? If 
80, I make a few other extracts from article (9) nine of the 
‚Constitution, which will show, when taken in conjunction with 
the two (2) sections referred to above, that that body realized 
ihe importance of an organized military force. In section 
219 we find the following requirements: 


"The Legislature shall provide by law & salary for the 
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Adjutant-General commensurate with the duties of said 
office.” 

Section 220 reads: 

“The militia shall be exempt from arrest during their at- 
tendance on musters, and in going to and returning from the 


same, except in case of treason, felony or breach of the 
peace.” 


Section 222 says: 

“The Legislature shall empower the board of supervisors 
of each county in the State to aid in supporting a military 
company or companies, of the Mississippi National Guard, 
within its borders, under such regulations, limitations and 
restrictions as may be prescribed by law.” 


Surely these instructions and requirements are sufficient ; 
they could not be made plainer. : 

Members of the Legislature may think the amount of 
$10,000 too much to appropriate for the efficient support and 
maintenance of the Mississippi National Guard, but if they 
will carefully read the estimates which I submit below, I am 
of the opinion their ideas on this subject will be materially 
changed. 

I only ask their careful and thoughtful attention to the 
estimates, to the objects to be accomplished, and to the un- 
limited good results, of good government and protection to 
the entire State, and her people; this much they havea right 
to demand and expect. 


Estimate of expense necessary in case the Governor should 
call out, 700 men of the Mississippi National Guard to 
travel 100 miles, to suppress any riotous assemblage :

This estimate as will be seen, is based upon the lowest ' 


rate of transportation ever granted by any railroad, the 
subsistence is placed as low, as it would be possible to obtain 
it, in case of emergency, and does not provide for any lodging 
whatever, the officers and men being supplied with blankets 
by the General Government. . 

If 500 men were ordered out to go 200 miles for three 
(8) days, the estimate would be for:

The National Government appropriates yearly $400.000.00 
(four hundred thousand dollars) for the purpose of arming 
and equipping the National Guard of the several States. 
Mississippi's apportionment is $8,456.49 (eighty-four hund- 
red and fifty-six 49-100 dollars), but nota dollar of this 
amount can be had exept ünder a requisition from the Gov- 
ernor, and not then unless there are one hundred men organ- 
ized and properly officered, for each Senator and Represen- 
tative to which the State is entitled in the Congress of the 
United States. No part of it can be paid in money, and 
nothing except arms, ammunition, equipments, camp outfit 
and uniforms are issued. The General Government only 
charges that the organization shall be kept up efficiently, and 
in case of disbandment, requires that the arms, ete., be re- 
turned to the War Department. e 

The bill which the Legislature is asked to pass, provides 
a competent and careful “ Board of Control” of the appropri- 
ation, consisting of the Governor, Secretary of State and 
the Auditor, and no part of the funds can be paid out except 
upon the order of the Governor. It also provides that such 
part of the appropriation as may not be used and left over, at 
the end of each year, shall be covered back into the Treasury. 
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Surely no fairer proposition could be made. Mississippi 
should certainly keep abreast with her sister States in pro- 
gressive movements. I respectfully call attention to the 
statement below, showing what amounts their Legislatures 
appropriate yearly :

I cannot give a full report of all the States "1 the Union, 
but those given may be relied upon as correct. I believe I 
am correct in saying that Mississippi i is the only State in the 
Union which does not provide for its National Guard. In 
each of the States named, the Adjt.-General is allowed as- 
sistance, all the stamps and stationery he wants, and is not 
limited as to printing. By comparison, therefore, it may be 
readily seen that the National Guard of Mississippi ask for 
an amount which, under no circumstances, can be called ex- 
travagant or exorbitant. 


No less an appropriation could be made if efficiency, as 
desired by the Constitution of 1890, is to be obtained. Men who 
hold themselves in readiness to move at a moment’s warn- 
ing, under orders of the Governor, should be paid for ser- 
vices rendered, and an amount sufficient for emergencies 
should be set aside for the purpose and for the necessary ex- 
penses which will arise under such circumstances. The 
National Guard of Mississippi ask for nothing more and expect 
nothing less. They are volunteers, and relieve the citizens 
of our State from being called upon by the sheriff to sup- 
press a mob—thus meeting a mob with a mob, under no re- 
strictions, under no commander, and unorganized; the di-

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rect results of which have not been, cannot be and will 
never be anything but disgraceful and detrimental to the 
best interest of society and the public good. 

The National Guard of Mississippi, through the efforts of 
its members, has been organized, and the organization kept 
up for the past six years, each individual contributing his 
mite toward this end. During this time it has been repeat- 
edly ordered out, and the men have conducted themselves 
with soldierly bearing, have obeyed orders promptly, and 
have saved the loss of life and property frequently. We 
do not ask reward for what has been done, but feel that 
the State government should provide against emergencies 
and render recognition which is honorably deserved.

AN ACT 


TO ASSIST AND ENCOURAGE THE ORGANIZATION OF THE MISSIS- 
SIPPI NATIONAL GUARD, AND FOR THE EFFICIENT SUPPORT 
AND MAINTENANCE OF THE SAME. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, That 
an annual appropriation of ($10,000.00) TEN THOUSAND dol- 
lars be, and the same is hereby made, payable out of any 
tunds in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the 
efficient support and maintenance of the Mississippi National 
Guard. 

Be it further enacted, That the Governor, Secretary of State 
and the Auditor be, and they are hereby constituted a Board 
of Control of said appropriation, and that no part of the 
- same be paid out except upon the order of ihe Governor, 
and that whatever amount out of said appropriation may 
be left over and not used at the end of each year, such 
amount shall be covered back into the treasury. 

Be it further enacted, That this act take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage, and that all acts or parts of 
acts in conflict with this act be, and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MILLITIA OF THE CON- 
STITUTIONAL CONVENTION OF 1890. 


Your committee beg leave to make the following report: 

After properly considering the eight (8) sections which 
are embraced in Article nine (9) of the present Constitution, 
your committee can find do valid objection to the same, and 
recommend that they be transferred to the new or amended 
Constitution, and made part of the same. 

Article nine (9) above mentioned, contains all that should 
beset forth in the Constitution in regard to the enrollment; 
drill and discipline of the militia. But your committe, con- 
strained by a sense of dnty, beg leave to suggest the two 
(2) following additional sections, and ask that they may also 
be made a part of the new, or amended Constitution. 

Seo. —. That the Legislature is hereby directed to make 
an annual appropriation of not less than ($10,000) ten thous- 
and dollars for the support of the Mississippi National 
Guard. 

Szo. —. That the Legislature shall empower the Boards of 
Supervisors of each county in the State to aid in supporting 
a military company or companies of the Mississippi National 
Guard within its borders, under such regulations, limitations 
and restrictions as may be prescribed by law. 

The circumstances by which we are now surrounded, 
the great disparity, in some localities, between the two (2) 
races which occupy our territory, and occasional outbreaks 
between them, which result in acts of violence and loss of 
life, and the occasional resistance made by both races to the 
enforcement of the law through the courts of the country, 
render it necessary io have a military force at all times, to 
respond to the call of the State. 

The Mississippi National Guard'was established by an act 
of the Legislature of 1888, and amended by an act of 1890. 
This organization is now in existence. We propose to limit. 
its members to one thousand privates (1000), formed into 
companies and properiy officered, and to have these scattered 
at different points in different portions of the State, but 
ready at all times to respond to the Governor’s call when it 
may be necessary to enforce the law, to suppress riots and 
unlawful assemblies, and to preserve peace and good order. 
Similar organizations are formed in many States ofthe Union 
under acts of Congress passed at different times. Under the 
last act passed on this subject, 1st February, 1889, to aid such 
organizations, companies are furnished with arms, equip- 
ments, ammunition, camp utensils and a fatigue uniform. 
Under this act the Mississippi National Guard receives yearly 
$8,456.45. This sum, however, can only be expended for 
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the above purposes, and when these volunteers are called 
into the State's service they must be ‘paid by the State, if 
paid at all. ; 

Itis deemed essentially necessary fortheir discipline and 
efficiency, that the Mississippi National Guard should be 
called out at least once in each year, into camp for at least 
one week or ten (10) days, for discipline and drill, and per- 
fecting themselves in the duties of camp life. These, and 
other necessary expenses, among which are those of trans- 
portation and rations, can only be incurred and paid for by 
the State.
